WINTER HINTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :-— 

It is not winter yet, but it is not far off, and 
already we have the reminder m the cold, 
frosty nights. Summer time, too, is ended, 
but this will give us a little more day- 
light in the mornings, ‘which will sng, ng 
in the early feeding, especially for late- 
hatched chickens. owever, we must not 
put off preparing for winter till the cold 
weather Kid short days are actually upon 
us. We must look ahead, and have our 
birds well fitted to stand the cold, and not 
only start laying in time, but keep at it 
right through till the middle of next year. 
And it is not too soon to expect the early 
hatched pullets to commence now,

3 oh i admission,” said Mr. Cussen, 
“that conductors are deliberately instructed 
by the Great Northern Company to break the 
law of the Saorstat."” He added that the 
secretary of the company should be informed 
of the position. 

Mr. Bradley, solicitor for the company, 
said that he was instructed that the con- 
ductors were told that they must not carry 
any more than five in excess of the capacity 
of a thirty-two-seater ‘bus. 

In cases against the Great Northern Com- 
pany for carrying six and ten passengers in 
excess on the Skerries-Dublin route, the con- 
ductors were called, and gave evidence that 
they had less tham the seating capacity when 
they started, but that at Swords a number 
of season ticket holders insisted on their right 
to get on, and they “could not be arguing 
with them.” 

The Justice said that, if conductors wanted 
to remain conductors, they should discharge 
their duty. If excess passengers insisted on 
getting on, they should not start the “bus. 
Quite recently a representative of a “bus com- 
pany swore that his instruction to his con- 
ductors was that they should not allow over- 
crowding, but shortly afterwards one of his 
(Mr. Cussen’s) colleagues saw that gentleman 
deliberately instruct a conductor to stop and 
take on passengers, although the ‘bus was 
full and the vehicle was crowded to the 
extent of 50 per cent. On another occasion 
a “bas left Bray with its full complement, 

eople being refused admission fecause a 
Guard was present at the start, but as soon 
as the "bus got outside the town it was 
stopped and packed by 50 per cent. excess. 
So bad was the overcrowding that some 
people who had been seated got out, In 
his. view, there was a deliberate intention on 
the part of certain 'bus proprietors to break 
the law, and the Great Northern Company 
was one of those offenders. 

In cases against the Dublin Tramways Com- 
pany the fines were 20s. each, the Justice 
saying that he had come to the conclusion 
that the company had done, and was doing, 
everything possible to prevent overcrowding. 

An inspector, Mr. wler, said that he 
sent the ‘buses away all right from Eden 
quay, but as soon as they got round the 
corner into Beresford place or under the rail- 

way bridge passengers got on while the con- 
ductor was issuing tickets to those seated. 
It was the invariable practice of the company 
to make conductors summoned for overcrowd- 
ing pay the fines themselves. 

Mr. Cussen said that tickets were issued to 
people standing in ’buses. It was a Revenue 
offence to permit overcrowding, and substan- 
tial penalties could be imposed. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor for the Tram- 
ways Company, said that, if the people who 
insisted on getting on to a fully ai en “bus 
were summoned and fined 5s. or 10s. each, it 
would stop the offence. There were shrewd 
people, particularly some who wanted to get 
to a football match, who would step on the 
running board of a "bus and say that they 
only wanted to get to some place a hundred 
yards off, and, when carried that distance, 
they would jump off and on to another ‘bus, 
thus “ hopping” their way free the entire 
journey. 

Mr. Cussen said that. was travelling 
without a ticket and was an offence at 
common law. That system had been tried on 
the tramears, but had been stopped by the 
courts. 

Mr. Burne said that conductors who per- 
sisted in allowing overcrowding were dis- 
missed by the Tramways Company. 

The Dublin and Dalkey "Bus ‘Goneiiaiy were 
fined 20s. in a case of overcrowding, the 
Justice taking into account a statement made 
by Mr. C. B. Jones, the traffic manager, that 
when conductors were at fault they were 
suspended. 


DANGEROUS MOTORING. 

Harold J. Wiley, an insurance broker, was 
summoned for driving a motor car in a 
manner dangerous to the public, it being 
alleged that he drove past another car at 
Mount Merrion corner at a speed of fifty to 
sixty miles an hour, then accelerated and 
passed three other cars on the way to the 
city. 

Mr. Wiley, for whom Mr. W. J. Bradley 
appeared, said that his car was a Riley Nine, 
and its maximum speed was sixty-five miles an 
hour. He had a clear view at the Mount 
Merrion corner, a wall having been recently 
lowered. Seeing a car coming out of a road 
on the right, he went into “ third,” in which 
gear his maximum speed was forty, and he 
passéd auy cars there at thirty miles an 
hour. He agreed that he canal travelled 
fast, but he never travelled at a dangerous 
speed, and that was the first time he had 
ever stood in court. 

Mr. Cussen complimented Mr. Wiley on his 
candour, but reminded him that he was 
travelling down hill at the time. He was 
going at a speed dangerous to the public, and 
would be fined 40s. His licence would be 
initialled, but not endorsed.

Memories of the Great War must have 
made this visit more interesting to the 
Prince; for he, like other units of the 
British Army, had to depend on more than 
one occasion on such a stove and his bat- 
man’s skill in cooking to obtain a palat- 
able meal. 

Electric refrigerators and . vacuum 
cleaners were also seen by the Princes, 
who wound up their domestic morning by 
a tour of inspection of the garden suburbs 
of Western Stockholm, and spent a con- 
siderable time watching a villa in course 
of construction. A short visit to Drottning- 
holm, where the King has his summer 
palace and which is a favourite beauty 
spot with tourists, was followed by a well- 
earned lunch at Stockholm with the Crown 
Prince. 

In the afternoon the Royal visitors took 
a holiday from sight-seeing, and again 
played golf on the Djursholm course. 

To-night the Crown Prince gave a 
banquet to a number of prominent Swedish 
industrialists to enable them to meet the 
Princes, and this brought the more official 
part of their visit to a conclusion ; for to- 
morrow they leave the palace and take up 
residence in the British Legation. 

It is understood that the Prince of Wales 
will fly from Malmo in an Imperial Air- 
ways liner to Rotterdam, where he will 
arrive in the afternoon of Thursday, 
October 13. The Prince's visit to Holland 
is of an entirely private nature. He will 
stay at the British Legation, and will re- 
main in Holland only for a day or two 
before returning to London.

MIXING PROCESS BEGINS.

Ky Our Speciar CoRRESPONDENT. . 

ID you ever hear of an ancient Irish 
D warrior wearing a wrist watch? I had 
not until yesterday, when I saw some 

of the many “ warriors ” who took part in 
the mixing of counterfoils entered for the 
Hospitals’ Trust Sweepstake on the Cesare- 
witch with these very modern adornments on 
their wrists, while in their hands they held 
ikestaffs reminiscent of a century long gone 


Dublin has become accustomed to the 
convoy which escorts the boxes of counterfoils 
from the headquarters of the Hospitals’ Trust 
in Ealsfort terrace to the Plaza in Middle 
Abbey street, but, nevertheless, the thrill of 
realising that their counterfoil was in one of 
the ‘fifty-six sealed and strongly guarded 
boxes caused many an office boy, typist and, 
possibly, even a real ‘‘ man of affairs "’ to go 
out of his way yesterday to catch a epee 
of the cavalcade, with its motor cycle police 
escort and policemen in cars and on the lorry 
bearing the counterfoils, as it passed in stately 
measure through the streets of. the city. 

Efficiency is a watchword with the sweep- 
stakes authorities, and, punctuality being the 
essence of efficiency, as the adage has it, at 
9 o'clock sharp a signal was given and the 
convoy moved away from Earlsfort terrace. 
Fifteen minutes later it = into Middle 
Abbey street to be manceuvred into position 
to enable the newsreel and camera men to get 
their '' shots '” to the best advantage. 


‘“ SHOOTING ” THE PROCESSION. 
The order to halt had just been given, when, 
marching in pairs, eighteen white satin- 
robed queens, with their royal blue cloaks 
floating in the breeze, headed a procession of 
warriors into the street. Close on the heels 
of the warriors came the elves—or, perhaps, 
they were leprechauns—in their costumes of 
reen and rust, with an elfish cap of green 
perched on the head of eacli. In the selection 
of elves or fairies one frequently notes 
divergencies in the size of these legendary 
figures, but folk-lore has taught us that they 
were diminutive, and the sweepstake authori- 
ties must heve had considerable ri egy 4 in 
finding eighty-eight maidens as small as those 
who took part in yesterday’s proceedings. 
Each party filed to its allotted place on the 
lorry or in the roadway, and the “ shooting ”’ 
began. Photographers must dislike being 
hurried. in their work; for there was con- 
siderable delay in their operations, and, as 
the frocks were thin, many of the girls were 
shivering in the chill of the morning air 
before the order was finally given for them 
to return into the building. 
The steel boxes of counterfoils were quickly 
unloaded and carried into the main hall of the 
Plaza, where the trucks awaited them on the 
circular tracks around the mixing machines. 
These machines are the same as those used on 
the occasion of the Derby sweepstake, and 
operate on the EO "As of having blast and 
counterblast of air blowing on the counter- 
foils from several directions at the one time. 
Pikes which the warriors had carried in their 
provession from the street were fitted into 
sockets on the off side of the trucks, and in a 
few minutes all was ready for the mixing to 


start. 


SPECTACULAR BEGINNING. 

Captain Spencer Freeman, who, like the 
draw announcer, Mr, O’Sheehan, is rapidly 
becoming one of the most photographed men 
in Ireland, climbed to his seat high above 
the floor and turned to the Queens, Warriors, 
and Elves ranged beneath him. A sharp 
order, and the first two teams of Warriors, 
some with tunics of crange and wine-coloured 
cloaks falling from their shoulders, others in 
wine-coloured tunics with orange cloaks, 
marched like a well-trained company to their 
places alongside the trucks. The four Queens, 
the tallest and stateliest of the girls, of each 
team, climbed on to the mixing machines, 
while the elves seized scoops and prepared 
for their work of transferring the counterfoils 
from boxes to the mixers. 

A few seconds pause; every girl was in 
her place; a shrill blast of Captain Freeman's 
whistle, and a whirr as the motors of the 
mixing machines sprung to life on the 
pressure of a. button. Slowly the trucks 
moved round the tracks, like some minor 
satellites on their orbits about a star. Bright 
floodlights were turned ou from every angle, 
and under the glare of these the work went 
on, hour after hour, with pauses while the 
camera men took their “stills’’ and a relief 
mixing team, wearing royal blue tunics, with 
scarlet cloaks, took their places on the floor. 

After each short session of mixing the 
machines were stopped, in order that the 
containers might be slid out fiom beneath 
them to be emptied into more boxes to await 
subsequent mixings. After the noise of the 
machines, it was a relief to hear only the 
swish of paper as the Elves pushed the 
counterfoils out from the container, but the 
peace did not last for long, and within a few 
minutes the container is back in its place, 
the switchmen raise their hands to signify 
all is in readiness, another blast of the whistle 
and the mixers are at work again. 


ATTRACTIVE SETTING. 

Although many people passed through the 
Plaza during the «day, I do not think that 
the numbers were as great as those who 
watched the proceedings at previous sweep- 
stakes. I talked to a few of the visitors, 
but only those who uad come from across the 
Channel seemed to take any real interest in 
the proceedings. Most of those who were 
present had come to see the new setting for 
the draw rather thafi the actual mixing. 

Throughout the day the work continued, 

and when it was finally concluded auditors 
passed around to each of the boxes replacing 
the lids and sealing them down to await this 
morning and the continuation of the mixing. 
' Civic Guards took up their posts for the 
night to watch over th® boxes, and the Plaza 
became silent once again after the noise and 
bustle of the day. 

To-day the mixing wil! b+ resumed at 9.45 
a.m., and will be continued until Thursday 
evening. By that time most of the counter- 
foils will have been placed in the drum, now 
in the guise of a treasure ship, and only a 
few bags will be kept out for the nurses to 
pour into the portholes before the opening 
ceremony of the Draw takes place at 10 o’clock 
on Friday morning.

GOOD SERVICE.

J. J. Reddy, E.LM.T.. the Chairman 
of the Irish division, who presided, said 
that the object of the lectures series was an 
instructive and educational one. They were 
intended to enable students of motor engineer- 
ing to get a better grasp of their jobs, and 
to give the public a greater sense of security 
in Sealing with a firm whose principal or 
sonior staffs were members of the Institute 
The work of the Institute, he said, was 
carried out entirely voluntarily by the officers 
of the committee. The membership during 
the last year had been increased by over 120. 
and that very interesting series of lectures 
had been arranged for the winter session. 
The lectures would be given by well-known 
yeople, including Sir Malcolm Campbell, the 
Master of Semphill, Mr. A. F. Palmer 
Phillips (President of the Institute), Mr. 
Armstrong Saurier, and Mr. W. Boyle,

Mr. Robinson in his lecture outlined the 
objects of service, and pointed out the 
absqlute necessity of giving good service to 
cars. The success of a car, he said, de- 
pended on the treatment it got at the be- 
ginning of its career. Agents must see to 
that. “We hear a lot about free service,” 
said Mr. Robinson, “but I contend that 
there is no such thing as free service. 
(Hear, hear.) The profit made by the 
agent should be sufticient to cover those ser- 
vices—a point often forgotten. 

“Another point which he wished to be . nown 
was that better results could be obtained by 
a closer co-operation of the agents in each 
town. By working together for their mutual 
benefit much good could be done. Good ser- 
vice was one of the best means of developing 
and keeping satisfied customers and obtaining 
future sales.” (Hear, hear.)

RAILWAYS AND MOTOR TAXES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—While the articles by ‘‘A Student of 
Transport,” which have recently appeared in 
your columns, are full of useful information, 
many of his suggestions are open to serious 
objections from the point of view of the 
motor user and the motor trader. It is very 
important, in the first place, to have it ad- 
mitted that, while motor owners pay about 
£2.700,000 yearly as special motor taxes, only 
one-third of this amount (£900.000 yearly) 1s 
spent on road maintenance. The balance of 
£1,800,000 yearly is a special levy on motor 
users which goes to the relief of general tax- 
payers. Your correspondent assumes that 
such special motor taxes (which include an 
import duty of 8d. a gallon on petrol) are 
to remain a permanent charge on Free State 
motorists. It is upon this assumption that 
he proceeds to distribute £1,200, yearly 
to relieve ratepayers of the whole of their 
present contributions towards road main- 
tenance, and a further £600,000 yearly for 
the maintenance of railway permanent ways 
and for other railway purposes. By such 
means the Free State motor owner is to 
shoulder the cost of derating the farmer and 
subsidising vzailway companies, 

Leaving out of account the special 
‘economic war ' taxes which have recently 
penalised the motor owner and crippled the 
motor trade, one would like to ask whether 
the duty of 8d. a gallon on petrol is to be 
treated as a permanent tax. regardless of the 
increases which have recently been made (and 
of more increases which are threatened) in 
the price of petrol. If so, motor transport 
will soon become a luxury of the wealthy 
few of the Irish Free State. On the other 
hand, -we cannot close our eves to the fact 
that railways, as they exist to-day, cannot 
go on without some kind of State assistance. 
With this part of your contribytor’s proposal 
there will be general agreement, and also 
with his proposal that the humbug of the 
Road Fund should be abolished, and that 
all special transport taxes should be paid into 
a Nationa: Transport Fund. from which roads 
and railways will receive subsidies. The only 
question is whether the whole income of that 
Fund should come from the pockets of 
motorists. 

Instead of relieving the local ratepayer of 
the whole of his present expenditure of 
£1,200,000 on roads, why should the Govern- 
ment not leave him to pay one-half that amount, 
and take the remainder of £600,000 a year 
off the shoulders of the motor industry, the 
development of which is now admitted to be 
cf vital importance to the prosperity of the 
farmer and of all kinds of industry through- 
out the country? If something of this. kind 
is not done soon, the present yields from 
motor licence duties and from moter import 
taxes will show heavy decreases, with the 
result that there will be no surplus available 
for the relief of railways or for any other 
transport purpose.—Yours, etc.,

Ministry Objects to 
High Tenders.

CORKS, Tuesday Night. 


T the meeting of the Cork Corporation 
A to-night, the Lord Mayor (Alderman 
Sean French) presiding, a letter was 
received from the Free State Ministry for 
Local Government in regard to the tenders 
for the erection of 251 houses in the North- 
West Ward. The letter stated :—'' The 
Minister considers the tenders, as a whole, 
unusually high, and unfavourable in com- 
parison with the tenders received for similar 
types of houses in other areas. Further, he 
feels that satisfactory progress cannot be 
made. with the.re-housing of persons hving 
in slum conditions in Cork unless substantial 
reductions are efiected in the building costs 
prévailing in the city. The number of houses 
required in Cork, according to the survey on 
housing needs furnished in 1929, is 4,568, and 
the provision of this number at the price dis- 
closed in the tendering would throw a heavy 
burden or. the State and local resources. 
Having regard, however, to the necessity for 
relieving unemployment, tlhe Minister is re- 
luctant to withhold sanction to the entire 
scheme, and is prepared to approve of the 
proposal to accept the tender submitted by 
Mr. Edward Barrett for the erection of 101 
houses in Section A of the scheme at £34,994 
8s. 7d. 

“ With regard to Sections C and D, the 
Minister considers. all the tenders received 
excessive, and he would not feel justified in 
sanctioning the acceptance of any of them.” 

Having dealt in detail with the prices for 
the different types of houses included in the 
scheme, the letter proceeded :— 

“ In the Minister's opinion, fresh advertise- 
ments should be issued for the erection of 
houses in these sections, and as it is now 
understood that Mr. Barrett (lowest tenderer 
for Section B) is not prepared to carry out 
Section B at his tender price, this section 
should also be put up for tendering.’’ 

The City Manager stated that since that 
letter was received Mr. Barrett had intimated 
his willingness to do Section B. 
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Cases of Turkeys. 
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Informations Refused in 
Conspiracy Charge.

MONAGHAN, Tuesday. 

REMARKABLE case came before Dis- 
A trict Justice Lavery at Monaghan 
Court to-day, when Patrick Krerans, 
a member of Monaghan County Council, and 
his father. Patrick Kierans, senior, were 
charged with conspiracy to defraud Thomas 
Murphy, Kiltubrid, Threemilehouse, Secre- 
tary of the Irish Farmers’ Union, m connec- 
tion with a transaction over nine cases of 
turkeys. 

Detective Officer John Bargy gave evidence 
of arrest. Both the accused men made the 
same statement after being cautioned: ‘‘ We 
hate nothing to say. Let him prove it.” 

Thomas Murphy deposed to buying turkeys 
under the auspices of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union at Christmas time. Patrick Kierans, 
senior, met him on December 13 and told him 
that they had taken a contract for turkeys 
which they would get it hard to fill on 
account of the prices going up, and that 
witness could help them out by selling them 
what turkeys they required. On Tuesday 
Mr. Kierans called at his store, and witness 
agreed to give him what turkeys he could. 
That night Patrick Kierans, junior, eame and 
selected nine boxes of turkeys, which had 
been packed and nailed down. Witness 
showed him duplicates of the dockets in each 
box. The value of the mine boxes was 
£77 1s. 7d. Next morning Patrick Kierans, 
senior, came to him and told hmh that the 
turkeys did not suit. Witness said that they 
were as valuable to him as on the night be- 
fore. If they were not interfered with, he 
said, they were all right, and witness told 
him to leave them at the railway station. 
Witness addressed them to Messrs. Gracey, 
of Lisburn. Before leaving the station 
Maguire came up and gave him the dockets, 
which should have been in the boxes. There 
was writing on some of these dockets which 
was not on them when he placed them in the 
boxes, He had 113 birds in the nine boxes. 
He had a wire from Messrs. Gracey that 
evening, and as a result he sent them to 
Liverpool, am! got £36 7s. for them, a loss 
of £40 14s. 7d. as compared with what he 
paid for them. Witness used brown paper 
only for packing the birds. The mmmber of 
birds sold in Liverpool was 116, though only 
113 had been packed. The total weight of 
the birds he gave Kierans was 1,176 }b., and 
the weight returned from Liverpool was 1,160 
lb. There were more birds and less werght. 

William Lilley, buyer for Messrs. Gracey, 
Lisburn, said that the quality of the turkeys 
received in eight of the nine cases from Mr. 
Murphy was bad. They were small, There 
were a good many hens and some old hens.

FEAKING at the annual meeting of the 
Governors of Waterford Infirmary 
to-day, the newly elected Master, Mr. 

M. 8. Breen, said that the Governors could 
feel quite satisfied that the good work of the 
Infirmary had been carried out during the 
past twelve months as in former years. 

“We have,’ said Mr, Breen, '“ kept step 
with’ modern methods, and equipped our ‘n- 


to get the most up-to-date scientific and 
beneficial treatment possible.”’ 

In regard to the proposed improvements 
he pointed out that they were biding their 
time until they received the full amount 
awarded to them out of sweepstake funds. 
While thanking those donors who had so 
generously subscribed to the Infirmary in the 
past, he desired to point out that it was 
essential for the progress of the imstitution 
that these subscriptions should continue to 
come in for the present, at any rate. He 
hoped that subscribers would be as generous 
in the future as they had been for some years 
past. 

ln returning thanks to the Waterford 
Corporation and County Council for their 
allocations to the Infirmary, Mr. Breen said 
that he knew that both bodies would realise 
that the institution was not yet in the happy 
position when it could afford to have these 
subscriptions dropped. During the last year 
it was noticeable there had been a substantial 
decrease in the number of voluntary _sub- 
scriptions received, and for that reason he 
would make a special appeal on behalf of the 
Governors to subscribers to continue to con- 
tribute, and give the hospital the same sup- 
port as they had extinded to it in the past. 

Mr. J. Kiersey, T.D., drew attention to 
the part of the hon. treasurer's report in 
which it was stated that in the decrease in 
revenue was a contribution of £200 from 
Waterford ga! Council. That was not 
guite correct. he County Council had 
passed £400 two vears in succession for the 
installation of an X-ray apparatus, 

Mr.-James Aylward said that he was glad 
Mr. Kiersey had drawn attention to this 
matter, because it would seem as if the 
County Council had cut off its contributions 
altogether) He also was glad to see that the 
Corporation, which had cut off its contributions 
a year ago, had now restored it. He believed 
the time had not yet come when either the 
County Council or the Corporation could eut 
off their contributions. They would see by 
the report that subscriptions had decreased 
by almost £1,000, and if they were to lose 
the annual contributions from these two public 
bodies they would find themselves in a very 
awkward position.

The vans merely will supplement efforts 
which have been made already. For 
months past, as we are told, the Post 
Office has been at work, acquiring in- 
formation from all manner of sources 
concerning the identity of offenders; and 
it is unlikely that many will etcape when 
the “drive ' begins. There is a curious 
disparity between the numbers of listeners 
in the various towns of the United 
Kingdom. Bournemouth possesses 186 
ceceiving sets to every thousand of the 
population and London 105 to every 
thousand. In progression, Birminghem 
has only 94, Bristol 92, Sheffield 88, Man- 
chester 77, Edinburgh 73, Aberdeen 69, 
Glasgow 49, and Belfast 43 listeners to 
every thousand. This disparity perplexes 
the officials of the Post Office. They argue, 
apparently, that it is unnatural that far 
more people should be willing to listen to 
the B.B.C.. programmes in Bournemouth 
than in Belfast, and deduce from the figures 
that there are more “‘ pirates” in Belfast 
than in Bournemouth. How would they 
ceason if Dublin came within the scope of 
their investigations?

GENEVA, Tuesday. 


In a statement issued here this evening, 
Dr. Yen, the principal Chinese delegate 
to the League of Nations, welcomes the 
bee x sm Lytton report on the 

i ispute. 

CS oige that my Government, in the 
interests of neighbourliness and world 
peace, would not fail to give adeguate 
study to the definite proposals elaborated 
in Chapters 9 and 10 of the report,” he 
says. “I welcome the publication of the 
Lytton report. Of course, one would wish 
the Commission of Inquiry had traced the 
development of the Japanese expansionist 
policy with an effort comparable to what 
it has spent upon the growth of Chinese 
nationalism, and described the present 
internal crisis of Japan, especially its 
political and military aspects, no less than 
it has done with regard to disturbed con- 
ditions in China. If it had done so, the 
real causes of the present Sino-Japanese 
dispute would have stood out in clearer 
relief. ' 

“I am glad to note the various con- 
clusions the Commission have drawn from 
this study of the facts. In these con- 
clusions practically all the Japanese 
charges against China and the assertions 
in defence of herself are demonstrated to 
be unfounded.’’ 

After citing various extracts from the 
report as bearing out this statement, Dr. 
Yen continues :— : 

“It is evident from the foregoing 
evidence that Japan has deliberately and 
without provocation seized Manchuria by 
force and intrigue, in defiance of treaty 
obligations, the authority of the League 
and public opinion throughout the world. 

‘Concerning the principles of settle- 
ment laid down by the Commission and 
the suggestions it has made to the Council 
and the League concerning their obliga- 
tions, one cannot but regret that the 
justice of the case, the treaty basis of the 
rights of the respective parties, and 


great international instruments should 
have been relegated to an inferior position 
in favour of what is described as the 
‘ realities ’ of the situation. 

“ I fully appreciate, however, the noble 
motive that underlies the policy that the 
Commission has adopted.’’

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Idle Ships. 


Great Britain is being roused to tackle 
the problem of her surplus and idle 
shipping. Every port and creek in England 
are now repositories of fleets of rusting 
ships—rusting because there is no work for 
them to do. Lately the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom tried to 
apply the principles of “ rationalisation "’ 
to the problem. It submitted a scheme to 
shipowners throughout the country, sug- 
gesting that all who owned tramp steamers 
above a certain tonnage should agree to 
lay up a third of their tonnage for a time, 
and that a committee should be appointed 
to decide from time to time what propor- 
tion of the idle tonnage might be released 
for service. The owners rejected this pro- 
posal, and now a second scheme has been 
formulated, whereby the owners’ subscrip- 
tions to the Chamber will be remitted 
in part if they consent to lay up ship- 
ping. Whether this scheme will attrac 
the owners remains to be seen; but, 
if it succeeds, the greater part of 
the shipping difficulty will have been 
solved. Its further extension (says the 
Manchester Guardian) will depend on the 
willingness of foreign countries to join the 
circle. The havoc in shipping, of course, 
is not confined to England. Nearly every 
country possesses a plethora of shipping as 
a result of intensive building. during the 
War, and the wiiversal imposition of 
tariffs has wrecked the trade on which 
ships live. It is hardly probable, however. 


Europe will accede ; for, on the whole, they 


are prosperous in comparison with the 


British lines. The majority of them are 
subsidised, and the British scheme in all 
likelihood would involve the loss of their

The cteam- 
boat Skerries, of the Clyde Shippin.; Com- 
pany, which has been tied up in Water- 
ford Port for fourteen weeks owing to the 
imposition of the British livestock tariff, 
was due to sail for Bristol in the early 
hours this. morning, with 650 cattle—the 
biggest consignment by any boat since 
February. : :

The Parliamentary Correspondert of 
The Times writes:—The meeting between 
British Ministers and Mr. de Valera will 
take place at the Dominions Office this 
morning. Mr. de Valera, with Mr. 
Maguire, the Irish Free State Attorney- 
General, arrived in London last night from 
Geneva: on his way back to Dublin, He 
is expected to continue his journey to- 
night. 3 , 

The British representatives. at the con- 
ference will: be Mr. Thomas, Secretary 21 
State for the Dominions; Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Chancellor of the Exchequer ;. Lord 
Hailsham, Secretary of State for War, and 
Sir John Simon, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, who returned to London 
last night by air from Geneva. The object 
of the conference, which is being held st 
the request of Mr. de Valera, is to see 
whether it is possible to arrive at some 
basis om which negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the dispute between this country 
and the Free State over the Irish land 
annuities can be begun. While he was xt 
Geneva Mr. de Valera sent a communica- 
tion to Mr. Thomas to the effect that, 
although he still thought the attitude ot 
the British Government to be unreason- 
able , he felt that it should be 
possible to find a basis on which to 
He suggested that

To this communication Mr. Thomas tele- 
graphed that he would be pleased to see 
Mr. de Valera. 

It was pointed out last night, however, 
that this meeting does not mean the formal 
opening of negotiations on the land 
annuities question, There are many diffi- 
cult points of detail to be discussed; but, 
if the discussions to-day hold out some 
hope of a successful issue, it is expected 
that formal conversations will begin in 
about ten days. There is at present no 
suggestion that the British tariffs. on 
imports from the Free State should be 
lifted. 

Mr. de Valera did not see any of the 
British Ministers on his way across 
London to the meeting of the Council of 
the League of Nations in Geneva, but 
while he was at Geneva he made this 
further overture’ which has resulted in 
the meeting to-day, adds the Corre- 
spondent. 

It is believed that, if Mr. de Valera 
this morning suggests a basis for the 
opening of the negotiations, the British 
representatives will require assurances of 
finality. The British Government have 
throughout the dispute endeavoured to 
make it clear that they do not regard it 
as a matter of money. In their view the 
real test is whether Mr. de Valera desires 
that the Free State shall remain within 
the Empire.

THE LYTTON REPORT.

SIR JOHN SIMON MEETS 
M. HERRIOT.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


HE German Govern:nent is following 

| with the greatest interest the reports 
of the raising by the British Government, 
with the French, German, Italian and 
American Governments, the possibility cf 
holding a Conference in London to con- 
tinue the conversations begun at Geneva in 
the summer. 

The British Chargé d’Affaires to-day 
called at the German Foreign Office and 
verbally invited the German Government 
to the London Five-Power Conference. He 
was received by Under-Secretary von 
Bulow. 

It is understood that Dr. von Bulow 
replied to the effect that the German 
Government was following developments 
with the greatest interest, but adopted the 
attitude that the discussions begun in 
Geneva in the summer could not be re- 
sumed without further development. 

The German Government, it is under- 
stood, holds that as the result of the ex- 
change of opiniors between the German 
Government on the one hand and the 
British: and French Governments on the 
other, the position has become so aggra- 
vated that the German Government must 
be assured that her participation in the 
discussions regarding disarmament will 
not be undertaken on the basis of the views 
expressed in the British and French 
memoranda. 

A semi-official statement expresses the 
belief that the aim of the British invita 
tion is to continue the conversations of 
last tummer at the villa, near Geneva, of 
Mr. Stimson, :te American Secretary of 
State. In the meantime, however, the 
French and English memoranda have 
changed the situation. So long as this 
situation remains, Germany has no reason 
to go to London, as the Conference would 
be doomed to failure. 

While appreciating the British efforts 
to. bring Germany back to the Disarma- 
ment Conference table, Germany must in- 
sist, the statement says, on certain guaran- 
tees given beforehand. The-e_ efforts 
actually aim at a solution acceptable to 
Germany. 

The statement adds that Germany's 
claims for equality are sufficiently known, 
and it is now up to the other side to say 
what guarantees they can give for their 
realisation. 

JOURNEY BROKEN, 

Sir John Simon, who was returning to 
London by air, broke his journey at Paris, 
in order to discuss with M. Herriot the 
tentative suggestion put forward by the 
British Government that a four or five- 
Power conference might usefully discuss 
Germany’s claim to arms equality. The 
meeting took place in the French Foreign 
Office and lasted an hour and a half. 

Both statesmen appeared undisguisedly 
pleased with their talk at its conclusion. 

Sir John Simon refused to make any 
statement, but M. Herriot said that the 
conversation had been very pleasant, 
cordial and intimate, and had been marked 
by. an essentially loyal spirit. .‘‘.Every- 
thing has gone off excellently,’’ he'added. 

After a quick lunch. at the British 
Embassy, Sir John continued his flight to 
London. . 


FRENCH VIEW. 


Officially nothing has transpired regard- 
ing to-day’s important conversation 
between Sir John Simon and M. Herriot, 
but there is nothing to indicate that 
France has changed the attitude already 
adopted. She is confident of the outcome 
of the deliberations of the Disarmament 
Conference, and holds that to engage in 
separate conversations with one or several 
Powers would display a lack of confidence 
in the work at Geneva. 

While, however, France considers that 
the German demand for equality in arma- 
ments should be thrashed out at the Dis- 
armament Conference, and the Govern- 
ment consequently has not received with 
alacrity the suggestion of 'a four or five- 
Power conference, there is no desire to 
close any door which might lead to a way 
out of the present blind alley. Neither is 
it forgotten that the recent confidence pact 
provides for an exchange of views. 

Consequently the French Government 
might consent to conversations between 
certain leading Powers on the best pro- 
cedure to be adopted, provided that a 
decision on the German demand itself will 
be left for the collective examination of all 
the interested Powers. 

Although the United States stands out- 
side the Treaty of Versailles and the con- 
fidence pact, it would, as a member of the 
Disarmament Conference, be welcomed to 
any such exchange of views.

OSEPH McCAN, a young farmer, of 
Cavan, Kilgreen, in the Aughnacloy 
district of Tyrone, is reported to have been 
inveigled from his home last night, and, 
after being questioned about a pending 
compensation claim, shot in the back by 
one of several armed men.

THE PRINTERS’ LOSS. 


That printers had lost the sense of the 
dignity of their craft, writes the Oxford 
Correspondent of Zhe Times, was alleged 
by Mr. J. Crowlesmith, president of the 
London Federation of Master Printers, and 
director of Messrs. Hazel, 
Watson and Viney, at the conference of 
master printers at Oxford. 

He said that it was essential for the pros- 
perity of the prmting trade that printers 
should regain the sense of the dignity of 
the craft which had animated the early 
printers. 

Some printers had ceased to be fair-minded 


business men and had become grabbers. In- | ' 
| parative prosperity. 


stead of selling their product at a fair price, 
based on the actual costs, they bargained with 
their customer mm a way a butcher or a tailor 
would scorn. Was it any wonder that they 
were bankrupt of ideals and of initiative’? 
One of the things they must do was 
to know their costs and their  busi- 
ness. Costing was an expense, 
expense which paid the printer over 
over again. They also needed a new spirit 
to bind them together. The present price 
cutting mania was a serious menace to em- 
ployers and employed alike. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh describing the 
international ailiances of printers, said that 
in 1930 an international bureau of master 
printers had been established in Berlin to 
further the economic and. technical interests 
of employers’ organisations, to collect legal 
enactments of interest to the trade, price 
lists and literature. The bureau was also 
trving to make known the conditions in 
varions countries, to suggest standardisation 
of plant, and to facilitate interchange of the 


.gons of. master printers. 


Statistics had been compiled showing the 
number of printing plants in various 
countries. Germany came first with 10,000 
and Italy second with 8,000; Great Britain 
had 7,000, Poland 3,000, and Holland 2,000

THE PRESIDENTIAL 
ADDRESS. 


The President, in his address, said that 
everyone in the Synod felt that he shared in 
the tragic loss which had befallen the Primate 
and his family by the death of Mrs. D'Arcy, 
and he knew that he voiced the deep regret of 
them all that the Primate was not with them 
in his accustomed placejto preside over their 
deliberations. Mrs. D’Arcy was a very lov- 
able and noble woman. who won for herself 
a very high place in the esteem and affection 
of the clergy and laity of the diocese, and 
they all felt that they had lost a very real 
friend. 

This year, proceeded the President, had 
been a notable one in the history of the 
Church of Ireland. They had been com- 
memorating in a manner, he thought, worthy 
of the man and the event, the fifteen hun- 
dredth anniversary of the coming of St. 
Patrick to Ireland. On the committee which 
had charge of the arrangements no one was 
more active or worked more indefatigably 
than Mrs. D’Arcy—it was her last offering to 
the Church of Ireland. 

The notable achievement of the union of 
the Wesleyan, Primitive and United Methodist 
Churches into one body, which was consum- 
mated last month, would be an inspiration 
to all who had the cause of re-union at heart. 
It was an outstanding expression of the wide 
and ever-growing feeling among Christian 
people of this generation that “our unhappy 
divisions” wera among the greatest dangers 
which beset the Church of God. At 
the same time, it was well fo re- 
member that, as was also the case in 
the earlier union in Scotland, this union 
was not hampered or impeded by any 
great diversity of doctrine, or any grave 
differences in Church government, and, there- 
fore, presented less complex and difficult 
problems than those which confronted their 
own and most other Christian churches. 

He desired to stress this aspect of the 
question, because he noted, among many to 
whom the cause of re-union was very much 
at heart, a certain sense of disappoimtment 
that greater progress in that direction had 
not been made by their Church, and he 
thought there was a tendency to impute lack 
of vision and want of faith as causes of 
delay. 


THE VISION OF UNITY. 


The vision of a united Christendom was 
one of the most splendid that could come to 


that one day it would be a glorious reality.

FINANCE. 

The report of the Diocesan Council stated 
that the total of balances due by the several 
parishes to the diocesan scheme at the end 
of 1931 was £81 17s. 9d. Of this balance 
£41 13s. 6d. was paid off in July of this year. 
The total capital of the scheme on 3lst 
December, 1931, was £175,236 4s, 6d. The 
capital of the supplemental! financial scheme 
now stood at £158, 16s. The augmentation 
scheme showed a balance to credht on ólst 
December, 1931, of £3,949 8s.

ós. Od. The capital of the Diocesan

CENSORSHIP OF FILMS. 


The Diocesan Board of Temperance and 
Social Welfare, in their report, stated that, 
while they were deeply thankful for the good 
resulting from recent Acts of Parliament in 
Northern Ireland, they were of the opinion 
that much more could be done to lessen the 
evils oí intemperance by wise legislation. 
They felt that the regulations governing the 
sale of liquor in registered clubs required 
modification, and that the hours of - public- 
houses should be applied to them, and equal 
facilities given for police supervision. 

The exhibition of undesirable films in 
cinemas had engaged their attention. Efforts 
to prohibit such exhibitions were made with 
success in Belfast, and, at present, inquiries 
were being made by the Board to see what 
could be done in the towns of Armagh 
Diocese. Although good work might be done 
by the local authorities in setting up com- 
mittees of censorship, thev beheved that 
action should be taken by the Government 
of Northern Ireland to appoint a Board of 
Censorship similar to that in existence in the 
Irish Free State. 

The Rev, H. Lamb, in proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, spoke of the facilities 
which, he said, existed for obtaining liquor in 
clubs, and said that a club was much more 
dangerous than a public-house. One might 
ask what was the good of a public-house clos- 
ing at 10 o'clock if a man, by paying a small 
subseription to a club, could drink until the 
small hours of the morning. He believed 
that a censorship of films should be set up, 
something similar to what they had in the 
Free State. 

Canon Johnston seconded the motion, but 
said that he did so in a qualified way. He 
thought that the Northern Government had 
done magnificently with. reference to the 
licensing laws, If it came under the notice 
of the police that it was a notorious fact 
that there was over-indulgence in liquor as a 
practice in any club, he agreed that there 
should be power of police intervention, as 
suggested in the report; but te. give the 
police general authority for such supervision 
would interfere with the amenities of a club.

AN OBJECTION. 


could think of for suggesting that there 
should be a censorship similar to that of the 
Free State was that they lived in Northern 
Treland. When it came to sending to a 
picture house, as part of a censorship, an 
order that on no occasion whatever was the 
National Anthem tn be played; that no 
pictures of the Royal Family should be pre- 
sented, and nothing whatever in connection 
with the:Empire shown, he thought it was 
about time that something should be done to 
stop it. Personally he had the most profound 
contempt for censorsmp. He happened to 
know some censors in Southern Ireland. They 
were very excellent men, but one result of 
censorship was that what was condemned was 
promptly procured at all cost for exhibition 
elsewhere because of the advertisement. He 
thought that it was far better for the clergy 
ami the intelligent laity of the various 
parishes of the diocese to censor these things 
themselves, and, so far as they could, prevent 
young people, and old people, too, from 
attending a cinema to see _ undesirable 
pictures. 

The Rev. H. W. Rennison said that the 
principle was that censorship prevented im- 
proper pictures from being shown, and the 
Government of Northern Ireland could do 
that just as well as the Government of 
Southern Ireland, He thought the suggestion 
in the report was a very good suggestion. 

The .Deam of Armagh said that he had 
had the misfortune to attend a cinema during 
his holidays in the North of Ireland, and a 
more disgusting exhibition of divorce and 
loose family life he had never witnessed. He 
was thoroughly ashamed, and if he could have 
got out of the place at once he would have 
been very glad. He thought it would be well 
if representations were made to the Northern 
Government, if they had power, to bring 
pressure to bear on this matter, and have a 
censorship in Northern Ireland. 

Major Boyle proposed as an -amendment, 
and the Rev. W, F. Ellison seconded, 
that the words in the report, ‘‘ we feel that 
the regulations governing the sale of hquor 
in registered clnbs require modification ; that 
the hours of public-aonses should be applied 
to them and equa) facilities given for police 
supervision,’” should be deleted.

Wooll—“‘ litigation arising out of motor 
collisions, For the last few years Mr. 
Stephenson has probably been the solicitor 
appearing for a third out of the accident cases 
entered for trial at local courts. He has 
carried on business alone, and has not, had a 
partner, but he has had the assistance of 
various managing clerks or other clerks. 

“His clerical associates involved in these 
charges are the defendants Isenwater and 
Feintach. Isenwater is aged 21, and +f any 
of the charges against him are sustaimed he 
must be a youth of the most appalling pre- 
cocity.

Stephenson's office, and you will hear, as the 
case proceeds, of the remarkable versatzality, 
responsibility and curiosity of the legal enter- 
prises, which he was allowed to sustain in the 
office. 

‘*Feintuch appears to have been in Mr. 
Stephenson’s office eight years. . Cohen and 
Bennett have for some time been assoctated 
in business of a varied description, two of 
their chief enterprises being carried on under 
the name of “C. and B. Carriers’’ and “( 
and B. Motors.’’ ‘The carriers’ business was 
that of haulage eontractors, with two or three 
motor vans and a certain number of drivers. 
The motdér business carried on at the same 
address included garage work and repairs. It 
may strike you as eurious that circumstances 
Should have developed wnder which ‘Cohen 
and Bennett, as the heads of a not very 
significant transport firm, sheuld have been 
involved in :ny complicity in any enterprises, 
and with such persons as Mr. Stephenson was 
associating. | 

‘When you hear the charges I think one 
of the most remarkable features which will 
become apparent is the extraordinary ubiquity 
of Cohen. In one way and another in these 
cases some fifteen actions or threats of actions 
will have to come under review, and in no 
fewer than thirteen of these Cohen will be 
involved, either as a principal or as a servant 
of a principal, or as a witness in suborning 
perjury, or even in producing documents 
which, on the submission of the prosecution. 
must have been forged documents, Bennett 
is Cohen's partner.

The Bond market moved in a ceautious 
manner to-day.
